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PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT FOR NEW TEACHERS 


Dr. Charles Payne appointed an advisory committee to 
study and make recommendations concerning the new 
teacher program for the technical college instructors. The 

committee, comprised mainly of Alabama technical deans, 
was charged to develop a comprehensive on-going program 
for the new teachers entering the two-year system. 

Athens State College, as the only upper division college in 
the two-year system, was requested and accepted the 
responsibility of coordinating the new teacher institute 
activities which are part of the Postsecondary Professional 
Development program. 

The overall goal of the New Institute is to provide new 
instructors with basic teaching and Instructional planning 
techniques. These techniques will enable the new instructors 
to prepare and provide a more effective instructional 
program.

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DISPLACED HOMEMAKERS 


A professional development workshop for project 
directors of displaced homemakers/single parents and sex 
bias elimination programs was recently held at Knox Hall. The 
meeting was attended by representatives from 25 state 
two-year colleges. 

Featured speakers included Jill Miller of Washington, D.C., 
national director of Displaced Homemaker Project; Charlotte 
Core of Tampa, Florida, vocational equity specialist, State of 
Florida Department of Education; and Ann Turnham smith of 
Montgomery, Alabama, vocational equity specialist, Alabama 
State Department of Education. Presenters spoke to the 
group about the importance of national networking, 
essential program components and guidelines for program 
management. 

Mrs. Smith, who has spearheaded efforts to increase state 
and federal funding for these programs, was awarded a 
plaque recognizing her outstanding leadership. Twenty- 
three state two-year colleges are offering displaced 
homemaker programs and 12 Institutions are offering sex 
bias elimination programs this fall. Previously, there were 
only five of the former programs and none of the latter in 
postsecondary education in Alabama. 
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Chancellor Payne presented a plaque to Ann Turnham Smith 
In recognition of her outstanding leadership.

NOTED PSYCHOLOGIST 

VISITS 

ATHENS STATE 
COLLEGE CAMPUS 

wearing a bright yellow rose and walking with the aid of a 
cane, Dr. B. F. Skinner, noted psychologist, spoke before a 
packed house at a two-day seminar at Athens State College. 

Dr. Skinner addressed several topics including praise for use 
of computers as "new teaching machines and learning tools”. 
Along with praise for the new computer, the man whose pre¬ 
microchip teaching machine-the "Skinner Box" also spoke 
with authority on subjects ranging from the effect of 
shortened national attention spans to the quality of Archie 
Bunker television commercials. 

Burrhus Frederick Skinner developed techniques for the 
study of "operant" behavior, in which probability-or rate of 
response- is emphasized in both pure and applied research. 
His Skinner Box used those techniques with rats, and 
although most of his work has involved rats and pigeons, he 
has extended his techniques to humans in the study of 
psychotic behavior, the analysis of verbal behavior, the 
design of instructional devices, the care of infants, and the 
analysis of cultures. 

His latest book, "A Matter of Consequences" is currently in 
press and will be available in 1986. 

in addition to Dr. Skinner’s presentation, the seminar 
included six workshops on various subjects led by 
professionals in the field. Dr. Mark Durm, Assistant Professor 
of Psychology at Athens State was instrumental in securing 
Dr. Skinner. 

This seminar was sponsored by the Athens State College 
Psychology Department under the chairmanship of Dr. Joe 
Slate, The North Central Alabama Mental Health Center, the 
Limestone County Mental Health Association, and Psi Chi 
National Honor Society, Athens State College Chapter. 
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Noted psychologist B. F. Skinner, Inventor of the famous 
"Skinner Box” and a founder of many teaching theories, was 
the keynote speaker during an education seminar at Athens 
State College this week. Dr. Skinner, 81, addressed a sold-out 
crowd of 31 s at ASC Thursday morning and never referred to 
notes as he addressed a wide range of topics and endorsed 
with unbounded zeal the use of computers as "new teaching 
machines.”
